The  lighting  system  has  been  extended  to  the  F.  A.  Seaver 
place  by  way  of  the  Fairfield  place,  A.  G.  Brooks  place,  and 
Reaveley  place;  from  the  Gullefer  place  to  E.  C.  Martin's 
place  and  from  a  point  near  the  railroad  underpass  to  Wildes' 
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mill,  approximately  four  and  six  tenths  miles,  at  a  cost  of 
$3649.84,  including  twelve  new  services  in  other  parts  of  the 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO  THE  HANCOCK  SCHOOL  BOARD 

February  3,  1930 
To  Members  of  the  Hancock  School  Board: 

The  report  for  the  year  which  closed  in  June  1929  gave  to 
you  and  others  interested  continued  assurance  that  your 
policies   had   resulted   in   increased   scholastic   achievement 
without  increase  in  the  current  cost  of  public  education. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  in  1927-1928  Hancock  was  the  120th 
town  in  the  State  in  point  of  current  cost   per   $1,000.00  of 
equalized   valuation,   while  in   1928-1929   it  was  the  93rd, 
a  decrease  in  position  of  27.    The  story  of  the  pupil  achieve- 
ments is  known,  I  believe,  to  all  who  are  interested.     It  is 
therefore  my  desire  to  place  before  you  the  possibility  of  co- 
operating with  the  Trustees  of  the  Hancock  Educational 
Association  and  the  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  bring  about  changes  in  the  curricula  of  the  Hancock 
High  School  which  will,  we  believe,  fill  the  educational  needs 
of  the   children   with  equal   values.     At  present  the  high 
school  is  strictly  vocational.    It  would  be  possible  to  arrange 
a  somewhat  broader  curriculum  including   Commerce  and 
excluding  only  whatever  amount  of  educational  time  beyond 
a  wisely  chosen  minimum  is  necessary  to  keep  the  original 
purposes  of  the  high  school  intact.     The  new  plan  would 
provide  Commerce  and  Mechanic  Arts  Curricula,  continue 
a  balanced  program  of  Domestic  Arts,  and  provide  Music, 
Physical  Education,  Instruction  in  Drawing,  and  coaching 
for  athletics  without  increased  cost  to  the  town  of  Hancock. 
The  local  school  authorities  would  still  be  in  control  of  local 
policies   and   supervision    would   still   be   under   their   own 
Superintendent.    Standard  tests,  diagnostic  and  for  remedial 
treatment  would  still  be  used  and  achievement  would  still 
be  scored  objectively. 

Without  criticism  of  present  existing  conditions  your 
Superintendent  wishes  to  place  the  above  facts  before  you 
supplemented  by  greater  detail,  now  in  your  hands,  in  the 
belief  that  financially  the  town  of  Hancock  will  be  in  a  better 
position  and  that  educationally  the  children  in  the  Hancock 
High  School  will  not  fall  below  any  standard  of  achievement 
reached  by  them  since  the  opening  of  this  peculiarly  success- 
ful high  school.
